Dublin, Feb. 9 —4:40 p. rn —The The­ 
atre Royal is completely destroyed. 
The 
fire is still burning, and the adjoining 
houses are endangered. The Police In ­ 
spector and one workman were injured. 
Tbe military kept order and assisted the 
Fire Department. There was to have been 
a performance of pantomime this after­ 
noon, at which tbe Duke and Duchess of 
Marlborough were to be present. 
The fire 
was occasioned by iguition of the curtains 
of their state box. 
The Theatre Royal building stood on 
Hawkins 
street, off Great 
Brunswick 
street. The ground upon which the thea­ 
tre was erected belonged to Trinity Col­ 
lege, aud was first occupied by a public 
building, used in connection with tbe col­ 
lege, and built about seventy years ago. 
About fifty years ago this building gave 
place to the Theatre Royal, which occu- 
cupled the site till to-day.

Bnilt after the model of Drury 
Lane, and one-fifth smaller in size, with 
tour tiers arched in the form of an oid- 
ataioned horseshoe, and a large pit, It 
would hold an audience of over 3,000 peo­ 
ple, and a whisper coaid be heard in every 
jarl of the boose.

cap, and imperial letter ,paper, not other­ 
wise provided for In this act, 15 per cent­ 
um, aud all manufacturers of papier macho 
in whole or in part 20 per centum.

Wade’s divorced wile 
was buried this aliernooD, her death by 
consumption bung hastend, it is said, by 
the,terrible crime with which be is charged.
